1. I axn the .same Dr. Pnina Fishmaxi/ wJao submitted a 
Declaration tinder cover of an Amendment d^ted January 12, 
2004, I have now noted that my previous Declaration was 
incorrectly dated January 11/ 3003 ajid it should have iseen 
dated January 11, 2004. 



2 . I wanted to Invoatigate the question whether the 
corrpoujjd N*- (A^-isopentenyl) adenosine (IPA) , dieclosed in 
the Mittelman ©t al . reference (Annals NTew York Academy 
of Sciences/ Vol. 255/ pp- 225-234. 1975)/ cited by the 
Elxaminer in this case, can be regarded as an adenosine A3 
receptor agonist- In order to answer thie question/ I 
purchased IPA from a commercial source (Sigma/ USA) and 
sent this compound to a French service laboratory by the 
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nam© of Cerep and requested therci to conduct binding 
studies of this cortrpotuid to investigate tlie binding 
affinities thereof to the four known adenosine receptors s 

.3. A copy of the Cerep Report (Study Number 8S42) of 
September 14, 2004 is attached. -In the Report/ IPA ie 
referred to .by an altenxative trivial name 6- [y^y-- 
dimethyl ally laTtdno) purine riboside . For the piirpoee of 
consist enc?y, I will nonetheless refer to this compound as 
IPA. ^e Report is addressed to Dr, Sara Bar-Yehuday who 
is a scientist in Can-Pite Biopharma and works imder me 
and she took care of the formalities associated with this 
study, at all times -under vny direct supervision. 

4 . Once the Report was received in Can-'Fita^ I forwarded 
it to Dr . Adr i an 1 Jz erman for hi s revi ew and my 
conclusion, similar to his, as expressed in a sAparate 
Declaration by him, is that IPA is not a selective A3 
receptor agonist. Thus, when IPA is administered at a dose 
which will activate the A3 adenosine receptor it will 
invariably, also bixid and activate, the Aa receptor r 

5- In comparison^ please notey for exarr^l©, that ib-mbga, 
which is an A3 adenosine receptor agonist , has a high 
selectivity to this receptor with XC^o ^ which are 
about thousand folds higher than any other adenosine 
receptor, (see clause, 8 of my Declaration of January XI, 
2004} .
